KSK: Tell us a bit about the place you grew up. 
VB: | grew up admiring the beauty of nature as | 
spent my childhood in a very beautiful hill station 
called Mussoorie, which is also called Queen of 
the Hills. This town is about 290 km north from 
New Delhi, capital of India. Being at an average 
altitude of 1,880 meters (6,170 ft), Mussoorie, 
with its green hills and varied flora and fauna, is 
a fascinating hill resort. Commanding snow 
ranges to the northeast, and glittering views of 
the Doon Valley and Shiwalk range in the south. 
The town was once said to present a ‘fairyland’ 
atmosphere to tourists. 


Later | moved to one of the biggest metropolitan 
cities of India, Bangalore, for my higher educa- 
tion. It is a capital city of the Indian state of 
Karnataka, is India's third most populous city and 
fifth most populous urban agglomeration. 
Because of its position as the nation's leading IT 
exporter, Bangalore is also known as the Silicon 
Valley of India. The city is amongst the top 10 
preferred entrepreneurial locations in the world. 
A demographically diverse city is a major 
economic and cultural hub and the second-fastest 
growing major metropolis in India.

Close to Home

Bangalore was completely opposite to Mus- 
soorie, the former being a fast-paced, very hap- 
pening city as compared to the later one, which 
is very peaceful and heavenly. | feel very lucky to 
have experienced the best of both. 


KSK: What was it like for you to immigrate? 
VB: Immigration to US brought mixed feeling at 
that time. It brought sadness of leaving home 
country but also excitement of getting the oppor- 
tunity to spread my wings and explore the world. 
For sure there was anxiety about lot of unknowns, 
hows, and whats. Once | came to US, | experi- 
enced some culture shock as | already expected. 
But eventually | was able to cope with that. 


KSK: Has living in America changed you? If yes, 
how? 

VB: Yes definitely. Any change in the environ- 
ment or surrounding brings some change in a 
person. And that applies to me too. Living in 
America has helped me grow. As any other immi- 
grant, | had faced certain challenges, emotional 
and cultural. All these experiences and challeng- 
es have made me stronger and this is helping me 
in my personal and social life. Also, | am admir- 


ing other cultures and tradition more than before. 
My zeal to learn and explore has increased a lot. 


KSK: How did you decide to start your own 
radio show? 

VB: This question always brings back lots of 
happy and sad memories. This radio program 
just happened to me. There is an interesting story 
behind it. Dr. Raj Chawla, cancer researcher in 
University of Kentucky, used to run the Indian 
radio program 20 years back. | was the avid 
listener of his program as this radio program 
used to make me feel close to my home country. 
He once had a quiz on his show. | called to 
answer the question, luckily call went through 
and | happened to provide him the right answer. 
Out of curiosity he asked me few more questions. 
Impressed by my knowledge on Indian film indus- 
try, Dr. Chawla invited me to assist him with his 
program. Reluctantly, | accepted his invitation 
and started helping him every Thursday for 3 
hours from 9 PM to 12 AM. Once Dr. Chawla 
was on professional Japan trip. We got the sad 
news of his death because of massive heart 
attack. | then decided to continue the radio 
program in his memory. 
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Today, my main motive behind this radio 
program is to help Indian students and people 
who are away from their country to feel close to 
home. Also, | want to spread the glory of Indian 
music among non-Indian people. 


KSK: Who is the audience? 

VB: Main audience is the Indian population in 
and around Lexington area. But | am proud to 
say that | also have non-Hindi speaking and 
non-Indian listeners, who enjoy my program and 
sometimes request the songs. Now that the 
program is also available online, it is not limited 


to Lexington area. | have few listeners in other 
cities too who sometimes call me to appreciate 
the program. 


KSK: Where do you get your music? 

VB: | buy CDs from India, my niece also helps 
me. At times, | also play it from YouTube or from 
my collection on iPod or iPad. 


Has the show changed over the years? 

Yes!! Over the time | have improvised the 
program a lot. Earlier the program used to be 3 
hours long and mainly played old Hindi classic 


songs. It is now for two hours and | have added 
variety to the program so that it appeals to 
people having different taste in music. | play a 
huge variety of songs from devotional to latest 
Bollywood rock and pop music, to romantic and 
old classic songs. 

| sometimes pay tribute to various Indian artists 
on their special days by telling the listeners about 
their life and playing their songs. | have also 
introduced birthdays and Indian community 
announcements so that listeners feel more 
connected. 


KSK: What is next for you and for your show? 
VB: | am always looking for some change and | 
am sure in the days to come there will be some. 
So please stay tuned and keep listening.

This June | found myself caught in the 
middle of an unforgiving and relentless 
battle of tug-o-war between a quickly 
on-setting condition of summer laziness, 
and the overwhelmingly low number of 
dollar bills residing in my bank account. 
Once | finished up with Spanish 102 in 
the May term, | no longer had a viable 
excuse fo explain my recognizable inac- 
tivity fo my parents back home, and, real- 


izing that | was of able body, mind, and 
almost spirit, they requested that | begin 
working sixty hours a week to build up 
some capital for the upcoming fall semes- 
ter’s expenses. Realizing that | suffer from 
crippling ergasiophobia, | thought of sev- 
eral getrich-quick schemes that could 
shrink the amount of time | would actually 
have to work, so that | could enjoy an 
easy-going summer of The Office epi- 
sodes on Netflix, noon trips to Waffle 
House, endless DJ fills at WRFL, and recur- 
ring trips to Disco Kroger in my slippers 
for a refill on Doritos. 


At first, | decided to leave the fate of my 
fiscal situation to chance. | played the 
Kentucky Lottery believing that the heav- 
ens would so gracefully align a way for 
my lethargic summer dreams to come 
true. | mean, somebody had to win, and 
might as well have been me! On a side 
note, Monopoly at McDonalds had yet to 
begin, but if it had, that would have been 
my first target for monetary windfall. Alas, 
after several losing scratch-off tickets over 
the course of a single week | became very 
discouraged. The only bright spot arrived 
with my fourth or fifth buy; | finally hit a 
winner—a six dollar winner on “Casino 
Kings” for beating the dealer’s hand on 
game two.

Realizing that | had no choice but to put in 
the hours, pay Uncle Sam, get a haircut, 
and get a real job, | asked my Uncle 
Linsey for a job with his central Kentucky 
home construction company, Quality Plus 
Homes. At first, | was unsure exactly what 
the job would entail, but home construc- 
tion sounded exciting enough to bait me 
in for eight weeks of fulltime employment. 
Shockingly, | loved the work. During the 
months of June and July, | did everything 
from tear down drywall in a condominium 
undergoing remodeling, to casing win- 
dows in a beautiful new two-story home 
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with freshly sawed trim wood. Some days 
dawdled by. Too green to join in on the 
fun, | was forced to watch the more expe- 
rienced trim carpenters or framers work. 
In lieu of a hammer or power drill, | spent 
most of those days with a broom or trash 
bag in hand, cleaning up the worksites 
after drywall, vinyl siding, and framing 
had all gone up. Even on these slow days, 
| still felt very much a part of the construc- 
tion process, and that process itself is 
what | loved about the job most. | was 
given the up-close and personal opportu- 
nity to watch empty subdivision lots trans- 
form from unused space, densely populat- 
ed with overgrown weeds and shrubbery, 
into beautiful new homes for families 
eager to write a check for a down pay- 
ment. 


It didn’t take long for me to relate my 
experience in construction to my work at 
WREL. As the Training Director, | consider 
myself incredibly blessed to be able to 
witness a similar construction process 
right here at the station. Only, instead of 
watching vacant lots become lovely new 
homes, | watch giddy new trainees trans- 
form into full-fledged RFLiens, fully capa- 
ble of manning the board and taking the 
next round of graveyard shifts. Just like 
building homes, building DJs takes time, 
skill, patience, and the ability to handle 


mistakes when they are made. Construc- 
tion, whether it’s a building site or a 
human being, can often be very frustrat- 
ing, but the overall finished product(s) 
make working on homes and training 
new DJs two of the best jobs anyone could 
ever hope for. My old Training Director, 
Katie Dixon, once told me that training 
DJs was the best job in the world, and | 
think I’m starting to see why. It’s unlike any 
other job in education or construction. At 
the end of the training process, | haven't 
just built a home to sell to an enthusiastic 
customer. Very often, I’ve made a new 
friend, someone | can wave to when | see 
them passing by, or a person | can hear 
when | tune into the radio, then proudly 
turn to the person in the seat next to me 
and say, “Hey, | trained that person!” It’s 
rare now that | ever step foot in the station 
and without seeing at least one of my 
former trainees. Usually we'll both stop to 
have a conversation, and I'll ask them 
things like how they're liking the station, 
how their show is going, what they think 
of this place so far. Very offen it’s the 
same remarks: 

This place... This whole place is pretty 
damn awesome.

An Evening with 


The Master’s 
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Affairs

It’s safe to say that a few people who are read- 
ing this have seen or been to the Rocky Horror 
Picture Show at some point in their lives. Lexing- 
ton’s own screening of the Rocky Horror Picture 
Show is on the third Saturday night of each 
month, at the Kentucky Theatre on Main Street. 


For readers who may be unfamiliar, The Rocky 
Horror Picture Show is a film that was made in 
1975 that was based on a musical. When it is 
shown in theatres, it is accompanied by a cast 
that acts out the movie. The interview that follows 
features six cast members of the Lexington 
troupe, “The Master's Affairs.” 


Me: How did you get into doing Rocky Horror? 
Matt: | just went to the show and sat there and 
watched and thought, “| could do that!” 

Steven: In October of 2011, | was sleeping on a 
sidewalk, and | got a free ticket! 

Matt: Mind you, he wasn’t homeless. 

Mike: Occupy! Occupy! 

Steven: So | got a free ticket, and went to the 
show, and got hooked. 

Mike: | first saw it on VH1 and my mom told me 


| wasn’t allowed to watch that, so | was in my 
room, under the covers, switching between PBS 
and VH1. Every time | heard footsteps I’d go 
back to, you know, “And here we see the lion, 
prowling...” and then it would come back to 
“Sweet Transvestite.” 


Me: What's your favorite part of doing the 
show? 

Andrea: Other than the endorphins? | like the 
sense of family, and not just within this cast. We 
have two other casts that we've become really 
close with, one up in Cincinnati, “The Denton 
Affair,” and “DownHome Decadence” in Hun- 
tington, West Virginia. 

Zach: If you're on the cast, it helps a lot with 
confidence, because in most of the parts, you 
end up in your underwear at some point. 

Mike: If you're shy, we will break you. 

Zach: | play one of the more conservative parts 
(Riff Raff). I’m only in my underwear for a tiny 
part of the movie, and | want to branch out to 
another part that is in full drag at some point. 
Mike: The real world sucks. Coming into Rocky, 
it's its own little bubble, and you're safe and free 
to be whatever you want to be while you're 
there. 

Andrea: It's for absolutely anybody and | love 
that, because it takes away all my anxiety about 
being up there and being half-naked or whatev- 
er, because nobody cares. 


Me: What are some challenges you face as a 
cast? 

Laura: Trying to follow the movie, step by step, 
is very difficult. 

Matt: Trying to keep fishnets without holes in 
them! 

Me: They're full of holes, that’s the point! 
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Matt: You know what | mean - holes that aren't 
supposed to be there! 


Me: | want to know what specific flavor you all 
bring to the show. 

Zach: We have shit to throw. 

Matt: Yeah, most theaters don’t have that! 
Mike: | play Crim (the Criminologist) and it’s the 
most boring character in the whole movie to 
play, because he’s in the same suit, he doesn’t 
move. So | do the character in drag, as Rye 
Seronie, and | have the most costume changes of 
everybody. 


Me: So, what's in a V-Pack? And why is it called 
a “V-Pack”2 

Mike: Well, it's a “Virgin Pack.” | started putting 
“V-Pack” on fliers because some businesses 
didn’t want fliers with the word “virgin” on them. 
Matt: So, what's in it? It’s got a roll of toilet 
paper, a piece of bread that is either toast or just 
really old - 

Steven: Not moldy, just stale. But I’ve seen 
some audience members eat it! 

Matt: - less than a handful of rice, a neoprene 
glove, a poker card, usually some candy, and a 
small piece of newspaper. We tell the audience, 
“As long as you don’t throw it at the stage, 
you're good!” 

Mike: | once took a tennis racket and when 
Doctor Scott came through and everyone started 
throwing toilet paper, | went out with a tennis 
racket and was hitting it back into the audience. 


Me: Are there specific call-backs that are Lexing- 
ton’s own? 

Mike: Third and Broadway! Every time anyone 
in the movie says “Transylvania” everyone 
shouts, “You mean Third and Broadway!” 
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Me: What's been your favorite or most memora- 
ble de-virginization? 

(Editor’s note: in Rocky Horror parlance, people 
who haven't seen the movie before are referred 
to as ‘virgins’ and are singled out to play a game 
before the movie). 

Mike: My favorite one is from March 2013, 
actually, when Paul Schrier, the guy who played 
“Bulk” in Power Rangers, came up and played a 
game where he had to lick marshmallow fluff off 
of a banana. He went down on the banana and 


bit it in half! 


Me: Is there anything you want to add? 

Matt: Don’t forget to mention how awesome the 
Kentucky Theatre is! They work with us so much! 
Zach: And there are some casts that don’t have 
a theater to perform in. They do it once a year 
and have to book a theater. 

Mike: Fred, and the whole staff at the theater are 
just super awesome. And they do cleanup, all 
that rice and toilet paper and stuff. So we love 
them. 


You can catch The Master's Affairs on the third 
Saturday of each month at the Kentucky Theatre 
in Lexington, Kentucky.
